GRANBY — As of June 1, 
Granby Fire Chief John Mitchell 
Jr. was placed on unpaid admin- 
istrative leave from the Fire 
Department for 30 days, according 
to Town Administrator Christopher 
Martin. 

Since June 1, Deputy Chief 
Bruce Carpenter has been working 
as acting chief of the department. 

The Selectboard sent a letter of 


notification to Mitchell dated June 
1, notifying him of “the town’s 
intention not to renew (his) con- 
tract as of July 1, 2021,” according 
to the letter. 

The letter was signed by 
Selectboard members Glenn 
Sexton and Jennifer Silva. 

On May 7, Mitchell resigned 
from his position as veteran’s agent 
for the town via email, according 
to Martin. South Hadley Veteran’s 
Agent, Michael Slater is filling that 
position for the time being.

According to Mitchell’s con- 
tract, he was paid $85,000 for the 
first year of the contract, which 
began in January 2018.

BELCHERTOWN —- With 
Phase II underway for the state 
of Massachusetts, the Quabbin 
Health District has hired a con- 
sultant to help departments and 
businesses to navigate measures 
they need to keep people safe in 
the wake of the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

In Belchertown, there have 
been a total of 100 confirmed 
cases of COVID-19, five of 
which were new, according to 
Quabbin District Health Director 
Judy Metcalf.

BELCHERTOWN - Like many events 
and occasions being held in the COVID-19 
era, the Annual and Special Town Meetings 
will be different this year. 

This year the meetings will be held in 
the Belchertown gymnasium on June 22. 
The Special Town Meeting is set to begin 
at 7 p.m. and the Annual Town Meeting 
will start at 7:30 p.m. 

In the select board meeting on Monday, 
Town Administrator Gary Brougham 
explained some of the precautions that are 
planned to keep attendees safe while hav- 
ing their say 1n local government. 

“The registers will set up in the lobby 
entering the high school, it will be one- 
way traffic with directional arrows into the 
seating area,’ Brougham said. “There will 
be one exit door to the rear of the gymna- 
sium with a police officer positioned to 
direct reentry for those who need to use the 
restroom. The chairs we plan to set on the 
floor are somewhere in the vicinity of 320.” 

The quorum for the two meetings is 75 
people. 

The rows of chairs, which will be in 
pairs, will be six or more feet apart. The 
bleachers will be used for non-voters and 
those not wearing masks, according to 
Brougham. 

There will also be arrows on the floor to 
direct people to touchless microphones. 

“We will have disinfectant, hand sanitiz- 
er and masks,” Brougham said. “The folks 
who have to be in the front of the room will 
be at an individual table, while separated to 


meet the six-foot distancing requirements.” 

There will be fans set up to “aggres- 
sively exhaust the air” in the gym, which 
Brougham said the will be exchanged in 
about eight to 10 minutes. 

In an effort to minimize the activity at 
town meeting, the awards and patriotic 
exercises were cancelled in order to make 
the meeting as short as possible, according 
to Brougham. 

There are 30 articles on the Annual Town 
Meeting agenda and four on the Special 
Town Meeting. 

The selectboard has expressed through- 
out the COVID-19 virtual meetings that 
there will be a town meeting in the fall, 
where items that were unable to be includ- 
ed at the Annual Town Meeting could be 
addressed at a later date. 

Items include acquiring a patrol 
motorcycle for the Belchertown Police 
Department, a chest compression system 
for the Fire/EMS Department, a one-ton 
dump truck for the Department of Public 
Works and other articles including regular 
business items. 

Brougham said there may be a recom- 
mendation to pass over some warrant arti- 
cles. 

“IT would suggest some of them would 
result in a recommendation to take no 
action, but left them as contingencies,” 
Brougham said of the some of the articles 
on the Annual Town Meeting warrant. “I’m 
not aware that there is going to be any real 
controversy...It should be relatively effi- 
cient meeting folks should be in and out in 
a respectable amount of time.”

Stepping down after almost a decade of serving 


Aldrich reflects on 
coming and going 
during ‘strange times”

BELCHERTOWN — Coming in 
during the summer of 2011, Brenda 
Aldrich said she couldn’t have pre- 
pared herself for serving on the select 
board during what became known as 
the October storm and now, nine years 
later, she felt it was ironic she was 
leaving office during a pandemic.

into Phase II, Metcalf said reading the 
state’s regulations can be “dense and 
confusing.” 

“The biggest change is that restau- 
rants can do outdoor dining,” she said. 

To help those navigating the 
reopening process, the Quabbin 
Health District has hired Stephen Bell 
to be a consultant using grant funding. 

“He is going to help us to be pro- 
active and keep people as safe as they 
can be,’ Metcalf said.

ter to consider being safer at home,” 
Metcalf said. “Safer at home is the 
idea that if you able to stay at home, 
or work from home, you should. It is 
still about limiting activities outside 
of the home and maintaining that six- 
foot distance from one another.” 

Metcalf said people must consider 
three factors as the state moves for- 
ward into Phase II. 

“There are risks, comfortability and 
decisions people must weight at this 
time,” said Metcalf. “For some peo- 
ple, they might feel more comfortable 
taking a risk if they are in good health 
or young. These are personal deci- 
sions based on a number of factors.” 

For those looking to for guidance 
about Phase II and reopening, Metcalf 
recommends contacting the local 
board of health or her office.

When Barn Swallows 
rule the roost 


ooking at life from a bird’s 
eye view is a unique per- 

spective. A bird’s eyesight 
far surpasses normal, human eye- 
sight. And, a Barn Swallow can spy 
from the sky a spec of a meal. Dive 
to dine. Swoop. Scoop. Done deal. 
Fast Food. Meal appeal. 

As tiny, yet as mighty as Barn 
Swallows are, they are experts at 
winging it. Everything. As a matter 
of fact, there have been and still are 
having times when they absolutely 
“rule the roost.” In plain words, they are the dominating 
and principle owner of any place they perch and plan to 
settle their brood to-be. 

Also, like children, Barn Swallows play in fields, 
meadows, and barnyards. After late spring and early 
summer rains, they kid around in mud puddle pools. 
Then, as grown up, work-a-birds, they craft mud-grass 
nests that invariably get plastered against a building, 
or hung out in a barn nook, or tucked under eaves. 
Their nests are built specifically, annually, however, 
and wherever they intend to rule the roost. Their realm. 
They rule. 

And, for the third year, any and all attempts at main- 
taining a private entry, free from the 30-40 mile per 
hour takeoff and landing flight patterns have failed. 
Neither barn-red broom brush, nor shiny, reflecting 
tree-trim wrapped on the under-the-eaves, light post fix- 
ture-- only one foot from the front door-- has deterred 
their roost! 

Enter and exit Barn Swallows: birds that are often 
monogamous-partners soaring, darting and spending 
hundreds of hours creating a mud-pie-thatched nest for 
the coming brood. The batch of 3-8 eggs needs at least 
2-3 weeks of incubation before they hatch. About 3 
weeks later they can fly from the nest as fledglings. 

Enter and exit humans: who knock on the front door 
when leaving. “We gotta let them know when we’re 
going out. ‘Don’t want to startle them and have bird’s 
nest bombshells all over.” 

Leading the way, The Hub grabs his Mrs. hand. 
Scampering down the front walkway, they carefully 
avoid Barn Swallow cement-laden bombshells and dive 
bombing birds. 

“You'd think nailing the red broom bristles on the 
front door frame and wrapping the shiny Christmas trim 
around the porch light this year would stop them from 
building a nest!” he said. 

“IT remember Barn Swallow on our family’s farm. 
Determined sky divers. They’d swoop down inches 
from the ground and our cats packed paw-punches at 
them!” 

Nowadays, when not nestled on the nest, Mr. and 
Mrs. Swallow perch high atop a single lawn lantern. 
From their birds-eye view they inspect each human 
action. Every. Single. Step. And, they tilt their heads 
while listening to every single word. 

The nest is full. The eggs will hatch. The fledglings 
shall fly. Mr. and Mrs. Barn Swallow will be feeding, 
teaching, and training their brood to navigate, soar and 
migrate. And, yes—we’ll always remember the on-go- 
ing, annual times, trips and trials when Barn Swallows 
rule the roost.

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The late spring border is 
ripe with the color blue 


y high summer there are very few 
B perennial flowers blooming in 

shades of blue. We best enjoy them 
now, while we can. Blue flowers abound 
in the late spring border! You could easily 
design a monochromatic scheme 
using just cool tones. Here are 
my selections: 

For the back of the border, try 
Amsonia tabernaemontana. This 
native plant is topped with clus- 
ters of pale blue flowers, each 
one opening to form a tiny star, 
hence its common name, blue 
star. Growing to around three 
feet tall and not quite as wide, 
Amsonia almost qualifies for 
“specimen” status, although it is 
not as showy as other specimens 
like peony or dictamus. Only one plant is 
necessary per grouping in full sun or part 
shade. In my garden, it self- sows, but not 
usually enough to make itself a nuisance. 

Another plant best suited for the back 
row of the perennial garden is Baptisia 
australis, or false indigo. Gray-green foli- 
age 1S pretty in its own right, until you 
see the beautiful deep blue-purple pea-like 
flower spikes emerge in mid-June. Easily 
four feet tall and three feet wide, Baptisia 
iS a nice specimen perennial; one plant is 
certainly enough per grouping. The size 
of the plant you purchase may lead you to 
think otherwise, though, since transplants 
are usually puny and take a couple of sea- 
sons to establish. Site false indigo in full 
sun or part shade in rich soil. Refrain from 
moving the plant once it reaches full size 
or its deep tap root may be compromised. 
Blackish seed pods are hardly decorative 
on the plant, but do look nice in autumn 
floral arrangements. 

One of my favorite blue flowers is 
Aquilegia vulgaris. Although there are 
many cultivars of garden columbine, we 
grew the species variety at Old Sturbridge 
Village. It can be found in white, pink, 
maroon, purple, blue and almost black.

Ours tended to be mostly blue in a hue 
hard to describe, perhaps more royal blue 
than purple-blue. If the color is hard to 
describe, the flower shape is even more 
difficult; maybe something along the lines 
of nodding bells with reflexed 
sepals? Lobed leaves are another 
attractive feature of this plant, 
although vigilance against the 
dreaded leaf miner is a must in 
order to keep it looking good. 
Here too, full sun or partial 
shade will grow decent two-foot 
to two-and- a-half-foot whispy 
plants, a size perfect for the mid- 
dle row of the border. 

Mountain bluet, or perennial 
bachelor button, as it is some- 
times called, is one of my most 
treasured perennials. There is nothing rare 
about Centaurea montana, or even all that 
unique about it. I just plain like its over- 
sized cornflowers and their lovely true 
blue shade. For years I managed to keep a 
clump going; it finally succumbed to chip- 
munks who demolished the plant trying 
to get at the flowers and seed pods. At 18 
inches tall it is another plant best suited 
to the middle row of the garden. Plant in 
full sun or slight shade for best results. Cut 
back after it is done flowering for a chance 
at late season rebloom. 

If you are still in need of more blue 
flowers, there are also numerous iris, lav- 
ender, campanula and spiderwort cultivars 
waiting to be discovered. Have fun plan- 
ning a cool border this summer.

STAFF REPORT 


GRANBY -— The Granby Jr/Sr High 
School is inviting students/families of 
seniors to celebrate the Class of 2020 with 
a nontraditional graduation ceremony on 
Saturday, June 13, its originally scheduled 
date. 

The class of 2020 will be celebrated in 
a “drive in” style graduation event at 10 
a.m., in the Granby Jr/Sr High School fac- 
ulty parking lot (between GJSHS and East 
Meadow). The ceremony is being planned to 
ensure adherence to social distancing guide- 
lines and will be held rain or shine. There is 
potential for postponement/cancellation due 
to severe weather. 

It is important the expectations in this doc- 
ument are respected and followed; they were 
designed to ensure we can all celebrate the 
graduates while following guidelines put in 
place to make sure everyone maintains their 
health and safety. 

Please note that anyone who is feeling 
sick, or exhibiting any of the following 
symptoms (fever, cough, shortness of breath, 
chills, muscle pain, headache, sore throat, or 
new loss of taste or smell), or has potentially 
been exposed to someone with confirmed or 
suspected COVID-19, should not attend the 
graduation ceremony. 

A potential exposure means having house- 
hold contact or having close contact (within 
six feet) with an individual with confirmed 
or suspected COVID-19 for a prolonged 
period of time (over 15 minutes) while the 
person is symptomatic or 48 hours before 
symptoms develop. Persons who are par- 
ticularly vulnerable to COVID-19 accord- 
ing to the Centers for Disease Control (e.g., 
due to age or underlying conditions) are 
discouraged from attending the graduation 
ceremony. 


Parking/Admission 

All cars must enter the parking lot 
by accessing the driveway closest to East 
Meadow School (see map). 

Each graduate will be issued two park- 
ing passes. The parking passes must be dis- 
played on the car’s dashboard when arriving 
at campus. The vehicle information will be 
on the passes and confirmed, with the vehi- 
cle you registered, if necessary. You will 
not be allowed entry without your pass.

Parents/families are expected to remain 
in their car throughout the ceremony. For 
everyone’s safety the parking spots are for 
cars and not for a family to sit in chairs in 
that area. 

At the conclusion of the event, graduates 
will return to one of their cars. At that time, 
all must exit the lot via the primary exit 
(passing in front of GJSHS and proceeding 
directly to the exit) starting with space #1 
from row #1 and then proceeding sequen- 
tially.

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Two dead 
following 
Amherst crash 


STAFF REPORT 


AMHERST — On June 2, at approxi- 
mately 7:42 p.m. in Amherst, in the area of 
916 West Street, Amherst Police respond- 
ed to a head-on crash involving a Datsun 
280ZX and a Honda Minivan, according to 
a press release from the Northwest District 
Attorney’s Office. 

The two occupants of the Datson, Euclides 
Almeida, 42, and his passenger, Ailton 
Correia, 28, both from Amherst, were pro- 
nounced deceased on scene, according to the 
press release. 

The driver of the minivan remained on 
scene and was cooperative with police before 
being transported to the hospital with minor 
injuries. No charges or citations have been 
issued. 

A preliminary investigation indicates that 
the Datson was traveling in the southbound 
lane, crossed the double solid yellow lines in 
a no passing zone and crashed head on with 
the Honda minivan in the northbound lane.

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Task force created to respond 
to sexual abuse in Diocese 


STAFF REPORT 


SPRINGFIELD - Bishop Mitchell 
Rozanski, bishop of the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of Springfield, recent- 
ly announced the creation of a 10-per- 
son special Independent Task Force on 
the Response to Sexual Abuse within the 
Diocese of Springfield. 

The task force will be chaired by retired 
Massachusetts Superior Court Judge 
Daniel Ford and vice-chaired by Irene 
Woods, founding executive director of the 
Children’s Advocacy Center of Franklin 
County and the North Quabbin. The other 
members include Orlando Isaza, Ronald 
Johnson, Rev. Michael Pierz, Sister of St. 
Joseph Mary Quinn, James Stankiewicz, 
Joan Tabachnick, Rev. William Tourigny, 
and Amber Zinni. In addition, Maurice 
Boisvert of Shrewsbury, a licensed inde- 
pendent clinical social worker, will serve 
as a planning consultant to the task force. 
Jeffrey Trant, director of the diocesan 
Office of Safe Environment and Victim 
Assistance, will serve as senior staff to the 
group. 

In making this decision Bishop 
Rozanski said, “I am uniquely aware that 
despite past efforts, our diocese has not 
always provided a meaningful nor pasto- 
ral response to victims of abuse so I am 
looking to this task force, which is made 
up of a diverse group of distinguished 
individuals with a tremendous scope of 
experience, to help us develop a strategic 
plan to improve our policies and proce- 
dures. We owe all who we have failed to 
protect in the past a meaningful and trans- 
parent response to their important voice; 
we want to provide them with continuing 
support and healing while ensuring there 
is full accountability for any abuse; and 
we hope to ensure a caring and safe faith 
community for all in the future.” 

Bishop Rozanski said he appreciates 
the leadership of Judge Ford and Woods, 
and the work of the task force members 
as well as everyone who will contribute to 
this process. 

Judge Ford said the will “gather infor- 
mation from all stakeholders, including 
Survivors of sexual abuse, and to base 
our ultimate report on additional data, the 
Velis Report, and best practices.” 

We are setting no time deadlines and 
we will take whatever time we need to be 
thorough and comprehensive. At the same 
time, recognizing the importance of this 
endeavor, we will work as quickly and 
expeditiously as humanly possible,” he 
said. “Recommended changes, however, 


will not wait for the strategic plan report. 
They will be forwarded to the bishop for 
immediate implementation as they are 
developed. We will make our report pub- 
lic when it is finished and we will brief 
the members of the press on the matters 
set forth in it. We look forward to being 
of assistance to the bishop in significantly 
improving whatever protocols and proce- 
dures may currently be in existence.” 

The task force has already started their 
work and has developed the following 
mission statement: 

“Our mission will be informed by the 
report issued by Judge Peter A. Velis (ret.) 
regarding the Diocese of Springfield’s 
handling of allegations of sexual abuse 
by the late Bishop Christopher J. Weldon 
as well as direct feedback from other 
abuse survivors and family members. 
The task force will advise the Bishop 
of Springfield with specific steps for 
improvement in the following areas: 
(1) acknowledging the trauma of sexu- 
al abuse on members of our community 
and ensuring the allocation of resources 
needed to promote healing of survivors; 
(2) responding to all allegations of sex- 
ual abuse in our church community in 
a timely, compassionate and fair way; 
(3) ensuring the diocese has a transpar- 
ent system of protocols and procedures 
that guarantee respect and due process 
for all involved; (4) ensuring that local 
church leadership is held responsible and 
accountable for failing to protect children 
and other vulnerable persons; (5) holding 
those who have been credibly accused of 
sexual abuse responsible and accountable; 
and (6) preventing sexual abuse of anyone 
in our faith communities in the future.” 

The Judge Velis Report has not yet 
been delivered to the diocese but is 
expected in the near future, at which time 
it will be released in its entirety to the 
public. 

The naming of this task force is just the 
latest action undertaken by the diocese to 
improve its safe environment efforts. In 
June 2019, Trant was brought on board 
as the director of the diocesan Office of 
Safe Environment and Victim Assistance. 
Under his leadership, the diocese has 
commissioned the Judge Peter Velis 
investigation, brought on a new team 
of investigators and, earlier this month, 
signed onto a joint memorandum of 
understanding with the three district attor- 
neys’ offices whose jurisdictions cover all 
of western Massachusetts and the Diocese 
of Springfield.

On May 29, Chauvin and three other 
involved officers were fired from their 
positions at the department and have since 
been charged with third-degree murder and 
second-degree manslaughter and aiding 
and abetting second degree murder. 

The Belchertown selectboard agreed to 
send Selectboard member Nick O’Connor 
their thoughts and he would compile a draft 
statement. 

Addressing the timeliness of the board’s 
discussion, Selectboard Chair Ed Boscher 
said the group couldn’t make a statement 
until the meeting on Monday due to the 
Open Meeting Laws. 

“T unequivocally denounce racism in all 
its forms — there is no room for that. What 
happened to George Floyd was unconscio- 
nable, that was an atrocity. That is the latest 
of a series of events that have gone down 
that road,” Boscher said. “Looking at our 
community, maybe this does start a discus- 
sion.” 

Jennifer Turner said she believed it 
would help “facilitate further conversations 
engage in dialogue confronting these topics 
is the right thing to do. We should do and 
we have the power to do.” 

O’Connor read from a personal state- 
ment he prepared. 

“This problem (systemic racism) per- 
meates our entire culture,” he said. 
“Regardless of conviction or methods 
used, Rodney King George Floyd, Tamir 
Rice, Breonna Taylor, Abiner Lema, Eric 
Garner, Freddie Gray and unfortunately 
many more were all victims of horrible and 
unwarranted violence against civilians by 


police and are both directly and correctly 
attributed to the ingrained systemic rac- 
ism in those communities and those police 
departments.” 

He added that does not mean all police 
departments and their staff should be sub- 
jected to the idea that they do not live up to 
the standards set by the community. 

O’Connor added local elected officials, 
departments and residents should con- 
demn the actions of the Minneapolis Police 
Department. 

“We will address and work to eliminate 
bias in any form within our community and 
its institutions,” he said. “No lives matter if 
black lives don’t.” 

Brenda Aldrich said O’Connor’s state- 
ment was “spot on,” and the board must be 
proactive to issue a statement. 

Selectboard member, Gail Gramarossa, 
said the matter is timely. 

“We want to acknowledge and recog- 
nize the pain and the grief that people are 
feeling across our community,” she said. 
“IT also agree it is just the beginning of a 
conversation about systemic racism and the 
kinds of strategies that might result in some 
sustainable changes that would improve 
things.” 

Turner said she wanted to commit to the 
community “what we can do to promote a 
more welcoming environment — look at our 
hiring processes, look at our diversity train- 
ing opportunity for town employees.” 

She proposed creating an action plan 
along with the statement of the selectboard. 

“What can we do as a community to 
make things better for people?” Turner 
said. “Putting together a statement is a 
good first step.”

LUDLOW - As the picture 
becomes clearer, it looks like 
we will have summer soccer 
in the Pioneer Valley for high 
school students. 

High school students have 
been away from one anoth- 
er since March 16, which 
essentially all education was 
shut down throughout the 
Commonwealth. Eventually, all 
recreation and activity was shut 
down as well. 

Last Saturday, Gov. Charlie 
Baker announced the provi- 
sions of Phase 2 of the re-open- 
ing plan as Massachusetts con- 
tinues to stay on a good course 
with lowering numbers of 
coronavirus cases, deaths, and 
hospitalizations. 

With the start of Phase 2, the 
“cautious” step, the Pioneer 
Valley Summer Soccer League 
is making plans for its return 
to action. 

Just a few weeks ago, the 
coordinators of the league, 
Chris and Diana Kolodziey, 
were noncommittal about 
whether or not there would be 
a season due to the uncertainty 
surrounding the re-opening and 
whether it would have to be 
delayed or scaled back. 

However, they were always 
hopefully of having a season,

Spec Pond League will have no fans to start season 
Other rules will be implemented as necessary for the outdoor basketball league

WILBRAHAM - One of first 
youth sports the area could see 
will be based out of Spec Pond in 
Wilbraham sometime next month. 

Only this summer, it could look 
a lot different for a while. 

For several years, the Spec Pond 
Summer Basketball has been both 
a nightly and a weekend gathering 
place for many young basketball 
players and their families, which 
utilize the surrounding amenities 
during games. 

Bryan Litz, the director of 
Wilbraham Parks and Recreation, 
organizes the league each year. 
He welcomes many teams from 
out of town, including Agawam, 
Southwick, Springfield, Ludlow, 
Belchertown, Ware, Chicopee, 
Palmer, and even as far as 
Sturbridge. 

There are divisions ranging 
from third and fourth graders all 


the way up to the high school 
level. There are both boys and 
girls teams and the typical night 
has games being played every 
hour from 5 p.m. to 8 p.m. on the 
two outdoor courts. Area schools 
are utilized in the event games 
must be made up due to rain. 

The season carries on through 
July and early August and then 
playoffs happen in mid-August 
with the championships conclud- 
ing right before the start of youth 
football season. 

Litz confirmed the league is 
planning to start if and when the 
state enters Phase 3, which is cur- 
rently on track to happen on June 
30. 

While Phase 3 lists “limit- 
ed crowds” as part of the abili- 
ty to resume athletic contests at 
the youth level, Litz has said the 
main parameter of starting the sea- 
son will be that no fans will be 
allowed. 

“There will be a maximum of 


three coaches on the bench and at 
games,” said Litz. “But once we 
see what guidance the state gives, 
then we will also implement other 
rules.” 

The Spec Pond league will be 
the first basketball that takes place 
in area since high school basket- 
ball was shutdown just shy of the 
state finals. In youth basketball, 
the Szlats Memorial Tournament 
in Chicopee was just beginning 
when the state banned all recre- 
ational activities. 

As the state continues its 
re-opening process, it is possible 
the Spec Pond League will be able 
to ease some restrictions in Phase 
4, if that phase is implemented 
sometime in July. Each phase of 
the governor’s plans is supposed 
to last three weeks if there are 
no setbacks. There is a registra- 
tion packet now available online 
for the league.

in May,” said Dakin’s Director of Development and 
Marketing, Stacey Price. “Then the COVID-19 pandemic 
made that gathering impossible, so we are planning a live 
stream awards ceremony sometime this fall, which will be 
announced soon. We are extending our nomination period, 
and with so many acts of kindness being offered among 
people these days, we are hoping some folks will nominate 
someone whose good deeds have helped an animal, as well 
as the people who love that animal.”
